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FOR  many  years  before  bis  death,  it  was  the  anxious  wish 
of  Dr.  Park  that  his  Library  should  remain  entire,  and  that  it 
should,  in  consequence,  be  purchased  by  some  opulent  and 
lilwral  nobleman,  or  preferably,  by  some  public  body,  "  Tlie 
world,"  he  was  used  to  say,  "  would  then  see  what  sort  of  a 
collection  of  books  had  been  made  by  a  country  parson."  He 
was  one  day  conversing  with  his  friend,  Dr.  Maltby,  upon  the 
subject.  Dr.  M.  ol)served,  it  was  verj-  uncertain  whether  the 
books  could  be  kept  together ;  and,  if  they  were,  the  world 
mig-ht  know  little  or  nothing  about  them,  as  they  might  not  be 
rery  accessible  to  the  public,  or  be  absorbed  in  a  much 
mightier  mass  of  library,  as  for  instance,  in  the  British  Museum. 
The  better  way  to  inform  the  world  of  the  nature  and  amount 
of  his  literary  treasures,  would  be  for  himself  to  prepare  a 
Calnhgiie  Tauonn^e,  with  such  observations  upon  any  book 
as  his  well-stored  mind  and  accurate  memory  would  readily 
suggest.  Dr.  Parr  agieed  in  the  justice  of  these  remarks; 
but  said,  "  I  am  now  too  old  ;  and,  besides,  I  have  no  amanu- 
ensis," However,  he  did  employ  himself  in  arranging  a  Cata- 
logue; and  now  and  then  did  dictate  some  curious  i-emark  or 
anecdote,  though  with  far  less  fiequency  than  his  friend  had 
suggested,  and  the  world  could  wish.  He  had  also  been  pre- 
riously  in  the  habit  of  marking  on  the  fly-leaf  of  any  particular 
book  something  relative  to  the  work  or  the  author,  which  sud- 
denly occuiTed  to  his  mind.  These  remarks,  it  must  he 
iicknowledged,  were  sometimes  committed  to  paper  without 


sufficient  reflection,  aud  sometimes,  perhaps,  in  a  fit  of  spleen. 
We  have  no  donht  that  more  inatnie  consideration  would  have 
induced  him,  sometimes  to  revise,  and  sometimes  to  expung;e 
matter,  which  will  even  now  appear  to  some  readers  of  this 
Catalogue,  hasty  and  offensive.  The  Executors  have  iudced 
exercised  their  discretion  upon  some  passages  of  this  kind, 
which  have  been  submitted  to  their  examination,  and  they 
would  have  suppressed  some  others,  where  the  expression  is  of 
a  nature  to  give  pain  to  living  charactere ;  but  they  have  been 
prevented  from  doing  this  to  the  extent  they  could  have  wished. 
Circumstances,  over  which  they  had  no  control,  compelled  the 
removal  of  the  books  from  Hatton  Parsonage.  A  very  rapid 
inspection  and  account  of  the  contents  of  the  Library,  by  Mr. 
Bohn,  jun.  with  the  assistance  of  an  incomplete  and  inaccurate 
list  (chiefly  from  the  dictation  of  Dr.  Pabr,)  produced  the 
materials  from  which  the  present  voliune  has  been  digested; 
and  the  absence  of  the  Executors  from  Loudon,  together  with 
their  own  important  engagements,  has  prevented  them  from 
paying  that  exact  attention  to  the  progress  of  the  work,  which 
they  could  have  wished.  They  lament,  therefore,  that  some 
errors  have  crept  into  the  titles  of  the  books ;  they  lament  yet 
more  that  some  unguarded  and  hasty  expressions  of  opinion 
still  remain,  which  they  are  persuaded  the  venerable  author 
would  himself  have  seen  the  importance  of  correcting,  if  his 
life  and  faculties  had  been  longer  spared.  But  such  as  it  is, 
confessctlly  imperfect,  the  Executors  think  that  they  are  com- 
plying with  a  favorite  wish  of  their  deceased  friend,  and  at  the 
same  time  enriching  the  world  with  some  curious  anecdotes, 
and  some  profoimd  observations,  when  they  lay  this  Catalogue 
before  the  pubhc.  Those  who  may  be  induced  to  examine  it, 
cannot  but  admire  the  resolution  and  ibe  diligence,  which  must 
have  been  brought  into  action  for  so  many  years,  in  order  to 
raise  siujh  a  monument  of  learned  lore  from  an  income,  origi- 
nally very  scanty,  and  never  very  large ;  and  they  will  forgive  a 
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few  peevish  aiid  ill-judged  observations,  in  consideration  of  tl 
much  greater  number  of  passages,  in  wliich  varied  learning, 
solid  judpnent,  a  felicity  of  memory,  and  rectitude  of  principle, 
Tie  with  each  other  for  superiority. 

It  ha.s  become  so  much  a  fashion  oflale  for  scholars  to  publish 
dKir  Catalogues  during  their  lives,  that  it  must  be  a  subject  of 
huerest  with  the  public  to  have  the  Catalogue  of  so  great  a 
divtDe,  so  great  a  scholar,  and  altogether  so  great  a  man  as  Dr. 
ParR;  whose  Library,  though  chiefly  consisting  of  UHcful 
books,  nevertheless  contains  many  articles  of  the  greatest  cuii- 
OBty.  "  Mieyllus  de  Re  Metrics,"  did  belong  to  the  Library, 
and  is  inserted  in  the  Catalogue;  but,  alas!  it  is  not  now  to  be 
found,  and  there  is  reason  to  apprehend  that  it  has  been  pur- 
Imned.  Tliis  book  is  of  so  great  rarity,  that  Dr.  Askew 
would  not  suffer  Dr.  Parr  even  to  touch  it,  but  shewed  it  to 
him  through  the  gloss  ease  of  one  of  the  cabinets  of  his  library. 
Jostintaui  Institt.  sen  Elementoruni  libri  qnatuor,  ab  J.  Baptista 
Pisacane  in  Carmina  Heroica  redacti,  foliu.  Neap.  1694,  is  a 
book  of  such  extreme  rarity,  that  no  other  copies  are  known, 
Mcepl  the  two  mentioned  in  this  Catalogue.  In  many  of  the 
books  Dr.  Parr  has  made  annotations,  besides  the  brief  re- 
marks alluded  to  before ;  and  in  every  class  of  literature,  but 
especially  in  the  classical  books,  has  inserted  notices,  which,  as 
the  productions  of  so  rich  a  mind,  must  give  a  greatly  inerea^ted 
(aloe  to  the  volume.  The  Theological  part  of  this  Library, 
which  alone  fills  130  pages,  is  headed  by  a  book,  Elias  Hutter's 
"  Polyglott  Bible,"  which  Bohn,  in  his  own  Catalogue,  describes 
its  unique.  Classics,  Language,  and  Philology,  occupy  202 
pages.  In  History,  Philosophy,  Physics,  Metaphysics,  and 
Poetry,  upwards  of  200  pages  are  employed ;  and  in  this  col- 
lection are  included  16  pages,  Poetici,  Satyrici,  Faceti,  headed  in 
ihe  MSS.  "  Books  most  of  them  very  rare  and  very  expensive." 
Dr.  Parr's  Library  was  not  rich  in  Manuscripts — the  list  is 
contained  in  5  pages.  Of  their  rarity  and  value,  I  cannot  speak 


with  coiilideDcc.  There  are  some  iiuxtem  Greek  l>ool(s,and  there 
is  a  most  rich  collection  of  Tracts  upon  almost  all  subjects ;  some 
of  them  of  the  greatest  value.  The  Catalog^ue  concludes  with 
34  different  works  whith  Dr.  Park  separated  from  the  rest,  in- 
tending to  uae  them  for  his  projected  Life  of  Dr.  Samuel 
Johnson.  Such  is  the  analysis  of  the  Catalogue.  Nor  do 
those  of  Burmann,  Askew,  or  Reviczki  claim  any  superiority, 
either  on  the  score  of  useful  and  scholar-like  selection,  or  of 
scarcity  or  of  rarity.  The  hooks  of  ancient  typography  are 
not  numerous,  but  there  ai'e  enough  to  allure  the  bibliographer ; 
and  amoug  those  of  recent  date,  there  arc  some  of  the  finest 
specimens  of  modem  art. 

But  the  Library  will  speak  for  itself  whensoever  it  is  ex- 
amined with  accuracy;  and  all  that  remains  now  to  be  wished 
is,  that  a  collection  made  with  so  much  care,  at  so  great  an  ex- 
pense, and  accumulated  by  such  slow  degress,  by  such  a  mind 
as  that  of  Dr.  Pabr,  may  be  kept  together,  and  placed  in  a 
situation,  in  which  it  may  become  a  light  to  scbolan^  and  to 
future  generations. 

This  Preface  must  not  be  concluded,  without  a  distinct 
acknowledgement  of  the  obligations  incurred  to  Mr.  Bohn, 
jun.  for  the  great  labour  which  he  has  bestowed  in  compiling 
this  work,  as  well  as  for  the  judgment  and  knowledge  which  he 
has  shewn  in  correcting  errors  occasioned  by  the  indistinct 
hand-writing  of  Dr.  Parr,  or  the  blunders  of  his  various 
amanuenses.

POSTSCRIPT. 


Circumstances  have  unfortunately  arisen,  since  the  above  Preface 
was  written,  upon  which  some  explanation  ought  to  be  offered  to  the 
public.     The  executors  of  Dr.  Parr  were  under  the  necessity  of  en- 
trusting the  examination  of  all  memoranda,  connected  with  the  books 
in  his  Library,  to  Mr.  Henry  Bohn.     It  is  plain  they  were  aware  that 
many  things  in  those  papers  might  give  pain  or  offence  in  quarters, 
where  they  are  quite  confident  Dr.  Parr  himself  would  have  been  most 
unwilling,  upon  full  consideration,  to  produce  either.     And  they  were 
engaged  in  reviewing  the  whole  compilation,  in  order  to  expunge  such 
parts  as  appeared  to  them  less  suited  to  the  public  eye.     They  even 
engaged  in  it  with  an  anxiety,  which  to  many,  perhaps,  (and  especially 
those  who  were  acquainted  with  the  ardent  temper,  and  strong  manner 
of  expression  peculiar  to  Dr.  Parr)  might  have  seemed  unnecessarily 
fastidious.     While  they  were  thus  employed,  they  learned,  with  extreme 
surprise,  that  the  Catalogue,  which  they  thought  reposing  in  confiden- 
tial hands,  had  been  suffered  to  pass,  without  Mr.  Bohn's  concurrence, 
into  the  hands  of  strangers ;  and  that  many  passages,  purporting  to  be 
extracts  from  it,  had  actually  appeared,  without  the  least  sanction  on 
their  part,  and  entirely  against  their  wishes,  in  a  periodical  publication. 
They  lost  no  time  in  remonstrating  with  the  Editor  of  that  paper ; 
and,  in  disclaiming  all  right  in  all  persons  to  communicate  any  such 
matter  for  publication  ;  and  they  have  to  regret  that  a  communication, 
which  was  intended  merely  to  vindicate  their  own  right,  and  the  fame 
of  Dr.  Parr,  was  received  by  him  with  language  so  uncourteous,  and 
treated  in  a  spirit  so  unfiriendly.

'*  The  Poltolott  Bible  of  Euas  Huttercs  ranks  among  the 
TERT  RAREST  BOOKS  IN  BiBLiooEAPHT.  There  docs  not  appear  to  ex- 
ist  a  single  complete  copy  in  any  of  the  foreign  public  Libraries.  In  Eng- 
land, the  one  now  submitted  is  decidedly  unique.  '  Such  is  its  amazing 
rarity,'  says  Clement, '  that  to  obtain  the  work  complete  would  be  an  acqui- 
sition requiring  the  lives  of  two  or  three  men :  owing  to  its  having  been 
printed  at  the  private  expence  of  Hutter,  at  different  periods,  and  but  very 
few  copies  struck  off".*  The  merits  of  it  are  unquestionable.

I  after- 
wards heard  that  the  Svo.  had  been  cbanRed  into  quarto,  B;  the  aid  of 
Sir  GerBjit  Vaneck,  who  bad  eonnectious  in  Holland,  1  applied  fur  so 
rnncb  of  the  work  es  might  then  be  completed,  and  received  the  flnt 
and  more  imperfect  copy.

Mr.  Brackser, 
when  he  lived  in  Holland,  was  a  great  admirer  of  GroUus ;  and,  in  the 
4th  vol.  of  Grotius*s  Works,  in  folio,  p.  557.  is  contained  the  plan  of  Cas- 
sander, called  *  Congtitutio  Cassandri,*  upon  the  articles  of  religion  con- 
troverted between  Catholics  and  Protestants.  It  was  addressed  to  the 
Emperor  Ferdinand  I.,  and  his  Successor,  Maximilian  11.,  and  is  a  most 
profound  work.

The  second  edition  was  published,  without  pennisrion,  tj 
one  of  the  whig  party,  upon  an  occasion  when  it  was  most  likely  to  prove 
a  source  of  annoyance ;  with  the  addition  of  a  Tabic  of  Contain 
turning  the  author^s  observations  into  ridicule.  The  present  was  Mr. 
Bromley's  own  copy,  and  contains  the  following  curious  autogra^  os 
thefiy-leaf.  (Ed.) 

**  This  edition  of  these  Travels  is  a  specimen  of  the  good-nature,  and  ptoi- 
manners  of  the  Whigs,  and  I  have  reason  to  believe  of  one  in  the  Blisif-

It  was  his  cm 
copy,  and  I  suspect  that,  at  some  time  or  other,  it  was  stolen  from  tk 
library  at  Bagiuton.  It  was  once  in  the  possession  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Eman,  a  studious  dissenting  minister  of  Coventry,  who  with  a  snail 
income,  contrived  to  buy  many  good  books.  Upon  the  death  of  Mr. 
Eman,  his  whole  library  was  bought  by  the  Rev.  and  very  learned  Mr. 
Corrie  of  Birmingham.  Mr.  Corrie  lent  it  me  as  a  very  curious  book, 
and,  by  great  importunity,  I  prevailed  upon  him  to  give  it  to  mc.  Mr.

Coke,  my  friend  and  patron,  by  offering  him  my 
copy  in  exchange  for  his.  1  will  now  give  a  reason  for  making  the  offer, 
which  Mr.  Coke  accepted.  The  copy,  which  Barker  procured  for  me, 
nnce  belonged  to  the  Baron  dc  Beaufort,  whose  liDoks  had  been  recently 
aold  in  London,  by  Mr.  Lowndes:  now  Mr.  Lowndes  acted  for  the  voiy 
respeclablc  booksellers,  Leigh  and  Sothcby.  This  copy  contains  many 
references,  and  many  remarks,  in  the  band-writing;  of  the  Baron  de  Beau- 
fort, and  therefore  is  extremely  valuable.  The  Baron  was  a  good  Scho- 
lar, a  great  Antiquary,  and  a  very  eloijuent  and  aaimatcd  Writer.  In 
173S.  he  published  a  French  work,  on  the  uncertainty  of  tbuearlyUistoiy 
of  Rome,  upon  which  subject  a  very  interesting  contiaierey  bad  just 
be^rc  arisen  between  M.  de  Jouilly,  who  assailed,  and  Sailier,  who  de- 
lendedit.  I  harethe  publicatioDioFhoth,  in  the  advolnmeortheSelect 
Discourses  nf  the  French  Academy,  which  Dr.  Rose  of  Chiiwick  sent 
forth  in  three  volumes.  Now,  my  opinion  has  long  been  with  Sallicr,  but 
I  had  read  attentively  a  tnuulation  of  the  first  edition  of  Beaufort's  book.

This  work  of  Olaodorpius  contains  much 
matter  connected  with  the  bvourite  studies  of  Beaufort  Mr,  Uooke, 
to  the  fiist  volume  of  his  excellent  Roman  History,  prefixed  a  long  Dis- 
sertation, in  which  he  shows  that  Newton's  Chronology,  by  shortening 
the  time  allowed  to  the  Homau  kings,  is  so  Cu  well  founded.  He,  in 
that  Dissertation,  once  mentions  Beaufort.  Afterwards,  be,  to  the 
fourth  volume,  prefixed  a  long  and  elaborate  Discoorse,  in  which  be 
ilireclly,  and  1  think  successfully,  answers  the  objectioDE  of  Priestley, 
and  Beaufort  gives  the  substance  of  Sallier's  reasouings,  and  adds  much 
valuable  matter  from  his  own  well-stored  mind.
